HRISTMAS AND NEW YEAR’S are past and the Pink 
Sheet is back on the beat and ready for 1936 service. 
And the way the year starts out it looks as if this 
Mid-Week issue is going to have a busy time of it for 
the next 12 months. There’s so much going on concern- 
ing the automotive industry.

RIGHT OFF THE BAT we have the announce- 
ment, as of Tuesday morning, that Henry Ford made 
good on his prediction that he would build a million cars 
during 1935. At the time he made it, which was in the 
twilight of ’34, it looked nip and tuck and mebbe a trifle 
optimistic. But past experience teaches us Henry doesn’t 
fool when he says anything, so I’m not at all surprised 
to learn that he not only made his million but added a 
bonus to the count. 

Dearborn tells us its world production for ’35 totaled 
1,335,865 units, which means both cars and trucks. This 
is a gain of 56 per cent over ’34, which was 855,937. 
Breaking down the ’35 figures, it is found that Ford’s 
production outside of the United States and Canada 
totaled 62,880 units, a sizeable output even for a com- 
pany in this country. While I haven’t any statistics as 
to European production, I’d venture to say none of our 
neighbors across the water touched the Ford count. And 
foreign business, you know, is only a flea bite for Ford 
in comparison with his major activities in this country.

ANOTHER OF OUR manufacturers who also can 
thrust his thumbs under his suspenders and teeter-totter 
on his heels and toes is Alvan Macauley, who has some- 
thing to say since Packard’s declaration of a dividend of 
$1,500,000 on Jan. 3. 

According to this president, Packard’s '35 producticn 
count was 52,256, which is the projection given me early 
last year by Max Gilman, general manager. Compare 
this with the 6,071 of ’34 and you'll realize the effects the 
introduction of the One-Twenty had on Packard pro- 
duction. But the smaller model didn’t do all the work, 
for the big boys of the line got the glad hand from cus- 
tomers who had been out of the market during the de- 
pression. The way the quality stuff went is proof that 
the high-priced bracket not only is coming into its own, 
but is staging a wonderful recovery.

MACAULEY ALSO is able to tell the world that be- 
cause of the steady production pace of ’35, the company 
was able to give nearly continuous employment for its 
workers. Macauley is proud of this and says: “This has 
been a real factor in the company’s success.” 

Hugh Ferry also contributes to the Packard jubilation 
with his treasurer’s report that earnings for ’35, based 
on preliminary figures, after taxes and depreciation, will 
be in the neighborhood of $3,000,000.

THAT ENERGETIC individual, Bill Barnes of the 
American Legion Monthly, who was one of my Chicago 
cronies in the early days of contest promoting, has a 
pleasing message for the automobile industry as a result 
of a survey made among the Legionnaires as to what 
they are going to do with their bonuses in case Congress 
acts favorably. 

Bill bases his analysis on 42,500 replies to the Legion’s 
questionnaire and deduces that the passing of the bonus 
bill will mean the sale of 323,922 cars and 44,867 trucks. 
There will be 170,934 tires and 52,814 batteries sold and 
the grand total that will be spent for automobiles and 
accessories in case the veterans live up to the pro- 
jection is $43,821,038.16.

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Car Sales to Farmers Not Expected to Drop from AAA Decision; 
Agricultural States Big Purchasers; Holidays Trim Output to 65,338 
Units Last Week; Dec. Registrations Seen Setting Up New High Mark 


What effect the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in killing the AAA will have 
on farm purchasing power only time alone 
can tell. It seems generally conceded, how- 
ever, that effect will be neglible at least for 
the immediate future and that meanwhile steps will have 
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been taken to maintain farm income on its improved 
basis. The government is definitely committed to con- 
tinue its payments under existing contracts. The chief 
difficulty thus arising out of the court’s decision will be 
the need for finding new funds with which to continue 
payments since the killing of AAA wipes out the process- 
ing tax which was part of that program, and from which 
the funds for adjustment payments were derived. In 
some circles it is felt that the present high prices to con- 
sumers in which the processing taxes were included will 
be continued, thus making it possible for the processor to 
pay higher prices to farmers because of the elimination 











of the tax item. Others feel that the removal of the tax 
may result in lower prices to the consumer and thus 
stimulate demand. 
* * * 

From the automotive standpoint the farmer 
during the past year has been one of the 
industry’s best customers. For instance, 
gains in car sales in the West North Central 
states in the first 10 months of 1935 over 1934 
were 52 per cent, the East North Central 45.8 per cent 
and the Mountain States 45.1 per cent, against a national 
average of 34 per cent. In commenting on the demise of 
AAA, Alvan Macauley, president Packard Motor Car Co. 
and also president of the Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Assn., said: “There can be no doubt that many of the 
recent purchases of motor cars could be attributed to 
AAA benefits.” 

Since these benefit payments, which have represented 
only about 10 per cent of the farm income, will be con- 
tinued in some cases and a price rise to the producers is 
expected, it is not felt that the killing of AAA will have 
a detrimental effect on car sales.
